Of these were born in 
St. Petersburg 14,529, in Moscow, 9,888, and 
the deaths were, ia St. Petersburg 91,727, ia 
Moscow , 18,765. 

Now, of these 18,756 deaths in Moscow, the 
mumber belonging to the Greek Church was 
1°,280, and of this number the deaths under 
five years of age smounted to 4,847, while the 
number of devths between the ages of five and 
ten yoers amounted to only 417. Thus, the 
number of deaths under five years of age 
amounted to nearly 27 per cent. of the total 
number; but of these 4.847, the number of 
ebiidren under two yoars was 8 511.

The most 
dirty cloth is perfectly free of ail dirt, aad 
after two rinsings im fresh water, the cloth 
hae not the least smell of turpentine. The 
cloth does not require so much rubbing, and 
fine linen is mach longer preserved by it. 

Dasen Paacuss.— Peaches s+ usally dried 
are a very good fruit; buat can be made vastly 
better if treated fn the right way. Last sea- 
son the recipe which hed quite « circulation 
im the papers of drying the fruit by a stove 
after halving it and sprinkling « little sugar 
‘nto the cavity left by the extracted pits, 
was tried in our family. The frait wes found 
te be most excellent; better to the taste of 
nine out of ten persons than any peach pre- 
serves, by far. The peaches, however, were 
good ones before drying; for it is doubtful 
whether poor fruit can be made good by that 
process or any other.— Prairie Farmer. 

Raecirte ron Toyare-Fres —four boiling wa- 
ter over the tomstoes, in order to remove the 
skin; then weigh them, sed place them in « 
sone jar, with as mach sugar a+ you have te 
matees, and let them strnd two days; thea 
pour of the syrup, aed boil aed skim it until 
no scum arises. Then pour it over the toma 
toes, and let them stand two days as before ; 
thes boil and skim again. After the third 
time, they sre ft to dry, if the westher is 
good; if pot, let them stand ie the syrup un- 
til drying weather. Then place on large ear- 
then plates or dishes, and put them is the sun 
to dry, which will take about a week; after 
which, pack them down in small wooden boxes, 
with fine white sugar between every layer. 
Tomatoes prepsred in this maaner, will keep 
for years. 

A few apples cat up and boiled in the re- 
mainder of the syrap, cakes a very nice 
sauce.

until the last particle of moisture has exheled 
The @ried residuum is now simply packed io 
papers, (sot air-tight caas,) where it may re. 
main for years under any shies, subjected to 
any sudden alteration of tomperatere, and when 
opened, requires only to be soaked in water to 
restore it to its original state. I see no reason 
why fruits may net in time be operated on 
with like success, and thas peaches, grapes, 
strawberries, pineapples, kc., be enjoyed not 
merely at all seasons, but in all climates, aad 
whaler frosen ap in Lencaster Sound make 
his Christmas dinner of turtle soup, roast 
(fread) beef, green peas, cucumbers, apricots, 
bananas, musk-melions, and all the delicacies 
of New York or Paris of every season. This 
process, | learn, bas now been several years in 
use, until ite success, on the largest scale, is 
no longer s Yuestion. I presume it hes ore 
this been transplanted to the L aited States; if 
pot, It speedily should be. 

To Kear Mua Sweet.- A correspondent of 
the Scientific American writes thus; I have 
practised « peculiar method, with much success, 
of preserving milk sweet ip the pans.

How ro Heap rae Ovrt-Woan.-C. A.

I have raised on an average ten acres of core 
anoually for eighteen years, and have sever 
lost a dollar by the cut-worm. My practice 
has been to sow backwheat on flelds thet | fear 
are infested with cat-worms, before planting 
te corn, and for this reason; About thirty 
years ago | helped my father plough end plant 
an old meadow to corn. The cut-worm de 
stroyed nearly every hill, We then sowed 
one-half of the field to buckwheat, and the 
next year planted the whole to corn; the half 
on which buckwheat had been raised was not 
injured by the worm, but the other half was. 
As soon as my corn is up, my practice is to put on 
cach hill s tablespoonfu) of equal parts of ashes, 
lime and plaster; and if the cut-worm has 
commenced om the corn, it slopes as soon as 
there comes rain enoegh to wet the bottom of | 
the hill. 


How ro Paoowas tan Baer Sexp oF Va- 
ntovs Kips — When you set off your plants for 
seeding, such as cabbages, turnips, beets, &e., 
care should be taken to manure the ground 
well, with good, short, rotten manure; set 
them out ims damp, shady place, if posrible, 
so that the san will not have too mach power 
on them. When they come in blossom, cut out 
the middie staik, low enough to leave five or 
six branches standing on the sides of the sta'k 
below; the xed will be plamp, full and trae. 
At the time when onions and lecks are in bies- 
som, one-third of the middle portion of the 
blossom should be cut out, and the same ope- 
ration should be performed on all kinds of 
blossoming vegetables. This is the way to 
procure true heads of cabbege and trve bulbs 
to tarnips. 1 would advise farmers and gar. 
denere to take out 4 portion of the blossem of 
every kind of vegetstion, when set off for 
necd.

—Seeds, when imported from foreign coun- 
tries, shoud be put into tin, or other air-tight 
boxes, and hermetically sealed.

I have known instances where seeds have laid 
im large seed ostablishments in England, for 
upwards of five years, and them sent off to 
America. Care should be taken to procure 
goed, new, bright seed, particularly whee im- 
ported from abroad.
